‘THE MYSTERY OF LHASA.

It" may be said, at the. beginning of the 
‘ twontiotli gentury, that, except for the two 
‘poles there is not 8 corner of the earth where 
white men have not penetrated. Yet, in truth, 
thore exists on the Asiatic continent, hardly 200: 
miles fro the frontier of British India, s sity, 
the capital of Tibet, to which the “ white men” 
of Europe and America aro ‘absolutely forbid- 
den access, Within o distance of from 150 to 
200 miles from this city all the roads leading to 
it at. tle pluco where they cross the frontior 
to tho provinco of Wu, of which Lhasa is 
the  bief town, are jealously gam ded by pickets 
‘of Tibotan soldiers. Immediately opon’ per- 
colvipg s enspicious-looking caravan the pon- 
tinela notify the local authorities. Tho ad-’ 
van cing traveltor then sees rive up bofere him a 
_wholo detachment of- armed mon, commanded 
by high functionaries of the country, who 
without discussing the matter poliely insist. 
that tho bold pioneer rotraco his ‘stepa. They 
ovon offer him the money and food necessary for 
tho return jouruey, at the same time warning 
him that if ho continues on bis woy to Lhasa be’ 
‘will pay for it with his lifo. 

This will make intelligible why the atery of 
the efforts of the enlightened Kalmuk Mongo- 
lian Nargopof to explore Loum reads like the 
roman¢e of fiction, but the story which the 
intrepid traveller relates will almost show why 
the Tibetans havo such a religious dread of the 
deseorating foreigz ex, 

* Ono morning as Narzunof was walking about, 
waiting an opportunity to (ake a photograph, he 
saw for the first time a ‘spetaclo yhich, 
it seems, is common enough stout Lhase. 
Ho quickly. took a photograph of what 
‘ho saw—two men, ' pilgrims who woro 
making the tour of Lbass for the third time, 
not on foot, but flat on their stomachs, 
measuring the perimeter’ of ths Holy City 
with .thoir bodies; Jhey threw themsolvea 
down tho length of their whole bidies, resting 
on their hands, ithen, drawing their legs to 
them, they stoud up to’ prostrate themselves 
again immediately, this time plaving their fect 
where their head had Iast been, Beginners 
put little boards on the palms of their hands to 
break: the force of the blows, and try to fall 
without striiniug their arms: but as goon 
as_.they , have accustomed .themselyes a 
little they fall on their hands. Think of the 
loagth of time aud, above all, of the pationce 
it requives,to make. thus the tour of the Holy 
City, 0 distance of about thirteen miles. But 
there aro some fervent pilgrims who do more 
than this,for they go seven times round the 
sity.. Others, instead of measuring tho way by 
the length of their por-onsy meagure it by width 
of their faces ; they touch their foreheads to the 
ground, then, ‘cbanging place’ Jaterally, they 
press their faces again at the spot next to the 
ouéthey have just touched. It takes the pilgrim 
one month to moke the tonr of Lhasa in this 
feshion, It is atmuch |-nger method, but is not 
nearly-so painfal asthe othe:.— The Century.
